members of the said (Clerks) 
Union or any rther person:

"(I) To refuse to perform 
or render any services for the 
plaintiff (Bulletin) or plain­ 
tiff's advertisers, or

"(II) To take or threaten 
any disciplinary . action 
against any employee of plain- 
fff or plaintiff's advertisers 
or member of said Union, If 
said employee or person of­ 
fers to perform any work or 
services for plaintiff or plain­ 
tiff's advertisers, in order to 
Induce or compel said em­ 
ployee, member or person to 
refuse to perform any work 
or render any service for the 
plaintiff or plaintiff's adver­ 
tisers.

"C. Taking any action what­ 
soever as a representative of, 
or In concert with Defendent 
(Clerks) Union, to notify plain­ 
tiff's 'past, present or prospec­ 
tive advertisers or subscribers 
(hat plaintiff Is unfair to said 
Union or unfair, to San Pedro 
Tynographlcal Union No. 862. 

"D. While acting as a repre­ 
sentative of, or In concert with 
Defendent Union, to threaten, 
to picket or boycott, or to In­ 
timidate In any manner what­ 
soever plaintiff's ^tast, present 
or prospective advertisers or 
subscribers.

"E. Engaging In any combi­ 
nation, agreement or concert­ 
ed activity to cause plaintiff's 
past, present or prospective 
advertisers or rubscrlhers to 
retrain frum doing -business 
with the plaintiff (Bulletin). 

"F. Taking any action what­ 
soever, as a represnetatlve of, 
or In concert with Defendent 
(Clerks) Un'on, (i cause plain­ 
tiff or plaintiff's -advertisers 
to be placed upon any 'unfair" 
or "do not patronlzn" lists. 
In a statement Judge Hansbn 

announced the principle that 
"loyalty" to the employer who 
pays a person's wage- transcendi 
the loyalty of one wage earner 
to another in a different field." 

A restraining order previously 
had been issued by Judge Arnold 
Praeger In behalf of the news­ 
paper.

Judge Hanson wrote in his 
opinion: "The activities of ,the 
unlftn are not only a boycott by 
the-clerks of the Bulletin, with 
which it has no labor contro­ 
versy, but an Indirect, if not dl 
dect, demand on Its own em 
ployers to give heed thereto, lest 
there be reprisals by the clerks 
and their sympathizers.

"This type of boycotting tsnol 
secondary but so-called tertiary 
or even more remote boycotting. 
This court knows of no decision 
In California that sustains It.

"While it Is entirely. under 
stundable that the members of a 
labor union should desire that all 
labor activities re unionized, tha( 
wact does not permit of acts thai 
spell disloyalty to an employer 
The law la otherwise, always has 
been, and undoubtedly will con 
tinue to be so. _

"But what Is more to the poinl 
is that not only are the actlvl 
ties) of the defendant union not 
within tho scope of proper labor 
objectives but directly violate, un 
justifiably and without cause, .thi 
contractual relations existing, be 
twecn plaintiff and Its advertla 
ers."

"If the facilities were available 
we could admit another 300-400 
patients tomorrow who have 
been waiting for minor opera 
tlons and less .serious medical 
treatment." Smlts tpld the local 
club.
